Describing the current revision of 
the public school course of study 
in an address before the Traffic 
Club at the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday, Walter D. Cocking, dl- 
rector of curriculum construction 
for the Board of Education, said 
400 subjects of instruction had been 
presented for consideration. Only 


150 could be accepted, he related, 
and 148 finally have been selected. 
Their preparation has not been 
completed. 

“An example of the new. sub- 
jects,” he said, “is health. Never 
before have we attempted to teach 
health habits as in this revision. 
We will tell the children how to 
keep well. 

“Safety is another subject. There 
are things the school must teach 
now about the hazards of the 
streets. Languages, for example, 
are being kept intact in the cur- 
riculum for the boy or girl going 
to college or into some line of busi- 
ness where they will be needed. An 
attempt is being made to use mod- 
ern methods in teaching them.

Lack of effective safety meas- 
ures is costing St. Louis $100,000,- 
000 annually, or about $274,000 a 
day, Girard C. Varnum, secretary 
and manager of the St. Louis 
Safety Council, declared in his an- 


Accidents take a toll of about 
500 lives each year in St. Louis 
alone, besides causing an _ unesti- 
mated number of injuries. The 
money estimate is based on a sur- 
vey of the economic losses to 
society through deaths and in- 


juries. 
“For every accidenta] death, it: 


is estimated that there are 25 seri- 
ous injuries, someone being 
crippled or maimed for life,’ the 
report said. “This means 12,500 
cases, and if we give them an aver- 
age of $2006, whick ‘s merely a 
paltry sum for an injury they may 
have sustained, we find the loss in 
this class alone over $25,000,000.”’ 

Present Losses Felt in Future. 

The report points out that the 
maximum which can be secured 
under the laws of Missouri for an 
accidental death is $10,000, and 
adds that computed on this basis 
the monetary loss caused by acci- 
dental deaths is $5,000,000. 

“Loss of service to society can- 
dollars and 
cents,” the report said. “When a 
fatal accident occurs to the father, 
the breadwinner is gone. There is 
no money in his pay envelope. 
There are still as many children 
to feed. No one to help the mother 
in the responsibility of raising 
them. Mother often goes to work | 
to support the family.
